Hold for Murdor. 

Since our last issue, giving a 
brief account of the nhooting of 
Silas Coulter by Arch Colvin, 
the victim of Colvins gun has 
died and the latter has been tried 
and held over without bail to 
answer to tbo charge of murder. 

The caso has attracted a good 
deal of interest, and the cxamin 
trial before Judge Litsey occu 
pied two days. Young Coulter 
died of his wounds on Thursday, 
or five days after ho received 
the fatal shot. Colvin was 
brought to town Thursday to be 
placed in jail, but owing to n 
report from the noighiiorhood itr 
which the shooting occurred 
that a mob was forming to come 
to town for the purpose of lynch¬ 
ing Colvin, it was decided to take 
him to Lebanon for safe keep¬ 
ing. The prisoner was accord¬ 
ingly confined in t^o jail at that 
place until Monday morning, the 
day of his examining trial. The 
facts as brought out at the ex¬ 
amination do not differ material¬ 
ly from those already published, 
and the case against Colvin looks 
bad for him- It seems that the 
Uoulter brothers, Silas and 
Marion, and Colvin had been 
engaged in a difficulty early in 
the evening at the home of Jim 
Goff, all had been drinking,Silas 
Coulter, tho man who was killed 
being very drunk. Aft?r the 
trouble at tbe Goff house, in 
which no one was hurt, Colvin 
goes nearly a mile to his home 
and returns with a shotgun.
